Alleged unscrupulous financial 
Speculation and _ profiteering was 
vigerously denounced in the declar- 
ation, which said that the “un- 
scrupulous profiteers of finance, 
having squeezed the consumer 
throughout the period of the war, 
are now broadening their field and 
enriching themselves by squeezing 
a the producer and the consum- 
ag 

“It is astounding but true,” the 
declaration continued, ‘that even 
after so great @ lapse of time since 
the ending of hostilities, there is, 
so far as the average family is con- 
cerned, practically no reduction in 
the high cost of living. It 4s ad- 
mitted freely that in some commod- 
ities there has been no appreciable 
reduction in the retail prices at 
which the working .people must 
make their purchases. 

Scores Protiteers. 


“We declare again that the gOvV- 
ernment has been and continues im- 
potént in the face of the criminal 
operations of profiteers, and must, 
therefore, accept the responsibility 
for @ great portion of the indigna- 
tion and resentment of the people 
against those who have filched 
their pockets for no reason except 
that they have had the power to 
do so.” 

The present state of unemploy- 
ment described as depriving fully 
three and one-half million working 
people of the opportunity to earn a 
living was declared due to the “mal- 
administration of industry and

To Debs Promised 


Interview Attacking Wilson 
the Cause of Present 
Dicipline. 


Washington, February 23.—Visit- 
ing and mail privileges of Eugene 
V. Debs, a prisonerin the federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta, were tem-/ 
porarily suspended as a discipli- } 
nary measure because of an inter- 
view he gave to the press in which 
the president of the United States 
was attacked, D. 8. Dickerson, 
chief of the division of prisoners 
of the department of justice, said 
today. 

Suspension of these privileges 
for infraction of rules is not unus- 
ual, Mr. Dickerson declared, and in 
Debs’ case it probably will be lifted 
within a week. : 

Debs is serving a ten year sen- 
tence for violation of the espionage 
laws and President Wilson has 
twice refused to commute his sen- 
tence Or grant a pardon. 

_ Wil Investigate. 

When the attention of white 
house officials was called today. to 
reports that Debs was being held 
incommunicado they said they had 
not Known of it before and that an 
investigation would’ be made. 

Mr. Dickerson said that during 
the political campaign last fall the 
department of justice felt that 
since Debs was a candidate for 
president. he should be allowed to 
make known the principles of the 
socialist party through authorized 
interveiws. Press representatives 
who interviewed him, were re- 
quested to eliminate all seditious 
or inflammatory utterances, This 
confidence, he added, was at no 
time abused. 

The interview which caused the 
suspension of Debs’ privilege was 
given to an attorney who had call- 
ed upon him on a pretext of busi- 
ness, Mr. Dickerson continued, add- 
ing. that Debs knowingly violated 
the rules of the prison in giving it. 
Mr. Dickerson assumed responsi- 
bility for the order, which he said 
was a routine matter before the 
division of the prisons and did not 


require the attention of the attor- 
ney general.

Washington, February 23.—There 
are good reasons to believe that the 
order of Governér Dickerson re- 
Stricting the privileges in the At- 
lanta penitentiary of Eugene V. 
Debs will be rescinded by President 
Wilson. Governor Dickerson is su- 
perintendent of federal prisons, and 
the order in question was prepared 
by Mrs. Annette Abbott Adams, as- 
sistant attorney general, who has 
charge of federal prison matters in 
the viepartment of justice. Attorney 
General Palmer was not consulted 
by Mrs. Adams before sending the 
order to the superintendent of 
prisons for his signature, although 
he will not personally take any 
steps other than to sustain his as- 
sistant, unless directed te do so by 
the president. 

It is known, however, that the 
matter is now under investigation 
by the white house, and the state- 
ment is made that if any undue re- 
strictions ‘have been placed upon the 
prisoner for no other reason than 
the published statements attributed 
to him, regular privileges en- 
joyed by 411 federal prisoners of the 
first grade, will be quickly restored 
to him. 


Debs’ Statement. 

The statement of Eugene Debs 
referred to 18 one given out. by the 
socialistic leader February ‘1, after 
President Wilson had denied the 
commutation of the prisoner's sen- 
tence, 

In the statement, given out 
through his local attorney, Samuel 
Castleton, Mr. Debs, said that he 
did not wish a pardon from _ the 
president. “That would be gro- 
tesque,”said the prisoner, “it would 
be like Benedict Arnold pardoning 
George Washington.” 

The. socialist leader also referred 
to Wilson as ‘Judas Iscariot” and 
bitterly excoriated him for his for- 
eign policy, charging..extreme in- 
consistency in his dealings with 
European nations.

Brewer Tells Jury of Seeing 
Sid Hatfield Shoot 
Detective.

Williamson, W. Va., February 323. 
Testimony by Isaac Brewer, a for- 
mer defendant in the Matewan 
shooting case, featured the trial to- 
day of the nineteen men who were 
indicted on charges of being im- 
plicated in the killing of Baldwin- 
Felts, detective in the battle at the 
little mountain town. Charges 
against. Brewer in connection with 
the case were dismissed recengly. 
and reports had been current that 
he would-turn state’s evidence. 

The witness testified that a short 
time before the battle started he 
met Sid Hatfield, chief of police of 
Matewan, and one of the defend- 
ants. The Baldwin-Felts men had 
been evicting miners’ families from 
coal company houses during the 
day, he said, and when he met Hat- 
field the latter remarked that May- 
or Testerman, who was killed in 
the fight, refused to issue warrants 
for the arrest of the private de- 
tectives. The police chief suggest- 
ed to him, Brewer added, that they 
“get a bunch of men and go into 
the hills and kill those Baldwin 


men as they come out of the hol- 
low.” Hatfield also toldthim that 
if the mayor “messed around” in 
his business, he would “cut him in 
two with a bullet,” Brewer testified. 

When the battle started, Brewer 
said, he was in a hardware store 
in front of which Mayor Testerman 
and A, C. Felts, a Baldwin man, 
were killed, Felts, Testerman and 
Cc. V. Cunningham, a private detec- 
tive, were in’ the doorway, the wit- 
ness said, adding that Sid Hatfield, 
who was in the store, said to him: 
“Lets kill every one of them.” 
Brewer said he iy back and 
Hatfield shot Felts. he latter had 
ho weapon in his hand Brewer add- 
ed. “I was pushed forward after 
the first shot I heard was fired,” 
he continued, “and then I was shot. 
by Cunningham. I attempted to 
draw my pistol after being wound- 
ed. I was shot again in the hand 
as I got my pistol out.” 

Brewer said that after being shot 
in the hafid, he fell, but that later 
he looked out the door and saw 
Hatfield and William Bowman, a 
defendant, standing over Felts, who 
lay on the pavement. Bowman shot 
the prostrated detective and said: 
“Now, I guess you'll die,” Brewer 
testified.

Violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, the government today filed in 
federal district court here injyne- 
tion proceedings against the South- 
ern Pine association, 61 corporations 
and 69 individuals. 

Granting of a permanent injunc- 
tion for the purposes specified 
would amount to dissolution of the 
association, it was explained. 

The suit alleges the association 
has operated to curtail production 
to enhance prices, and that as a re- 
sult profits on sales of yellow pine 
advanced from $6.41 a thousand feet 
in 1918 to $30.35 in 1920. 

The suit was filed by District At- 
torney Carroll, in compliance with 
instructions from Attorney Geeral 
Palmer, and is Wased on report of 
the federal trade commission, which 
investigated activities of the assa- 
ciation. ’

Dublin, February 23.—The newspa- 
per editors of Dublin today were 
notified by the Irish republican 
army that publication of certain 
prohibited details of the executions 
e crown forces 
will be punished with death. The 
notiee reads: 

“The editor is hereby warned that 
any explciting for vulgar pandering 
to sensation or mongering, in re- 
ports of executions of the yepove 
will be punished with death within 
24 hours of publication. Particular 
reference is difected to the fol- 
lowing: 

“Firstly, no descriptive details of 
the arrivial of hangmen or other as- 
sistants or the mode of procedure, 
Or any gruesome details are to be 
published. 

“Secondly, no descriptions of 
weeping clergymen leaving the pre- 
cincts of a prison are to appear. 

“Thirdly, the mere statement that 
these men died” for [Ireland will 
convey to the Jrish republic all 
they wish to know of these incidents. 

“Fourthly, in the case of Kevin 
Barry (a medical student executed 
November 1, last, for taking part 
in an attack on a military escort in 
Dublin last sufmmer, in which two 
British soldiers were killed), the

Food Is Scarce. 

New York, February 23.—Thou- 
sands of school children in Dublin 
are reported to be subsisting “on 
scanty rations of bread and cocoa 
only” in a cable mesage received 
here today from the relief unit sent 
to Ireland by the American commit- 
tee for relief in Ireland. 

Many under-nourished' children 
were found in all schools visited. the 
message added, citing as an example 
one school where 600 of the 650 
children were found to be in need 
of a midday meal in order to pursue 
their studies. 

The report adds that nearly one- 
third of the families in Dublin are 
living in one room‘“tenements and in 
numerous cases all furniture, except- 
ing beds has been sold to buy fed. 
Similar conditions prevail in other 
Irish cities, the unit reported. add- 
ing that it is estimated that there 
are 150,000 unemployed men through- 
out Ireland.

Cincinnati, Ohio, February 23.— 
(Special.)—Authorization eto take 
the necessary preliminary steps in 
accordance with the) rules of the 
organization to‘invoke the “protec- 
tive feature’ in southern railway 
wage matters, and to act in confor- 
mity with other crafts, was given 
officially to the membersship _in 
southern states at large of the 
brotherhood of railroad clerks, 
freight handlers, express and sta- 
tion employees, as well as those on 
the, Missouri and North. Arkansas 
railroad, by grand president of the 
brotherhood, E. H. Fitzgerald, at 
national headquarters here, 


The action was taken because of 
the ruling of the railroad labor 
board in the matter of the’ attempt 
of the Missouri and North Arkansas 
to reduce wages of its 1.500 em- 
ployees, the case differing only 
slightly from the decision of .the 
board in the matter oféthe Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic. 

The employees of the Missouri 
and North Arkansas railroad were 
admonished by Fitzgerald to accept 
the forced reduction of wages for 
“the present” and “prepare to take 
protective” measures, known gen- 
7 as “preliminary strike ac- 
t on.” 

The brotherhood headquarters to- 
day received notice of a_ third 
southern states railroad that is 
about to try to reduce the wages of 
employees—the Mississippi Central 
R. RK. It runs from Natchez to Hat- 
tiesburg, Miss. This will \also be 
brought to the attention of the 
federal railway labor board at once 
and is expected in railroad labor 
circles here to again involve the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantie 
if a similar plea is made of financial 
inability to pay the present rate 
of wages, 

This action is fully expected by 
railway labor organization heads 
here and will act as a reopening 
wedge to the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic controversy. 

The railroad brotherhood in Its. 
statement to its members on all 
southern states railroads says; “we 
hold that the southern states rail- 
roadg in demanding reduction of 
wages violate the Cummins-Esch 
bill in disregarding the decision of 
the board in the wage~matter July 
20 last, however, the Missouri and 
North Arkansas railroad did not 
post notices like the Atlanta, Birm- 
imfham & Atlantic, of a wage re- 
duction, but on February 1 the em- 
ployees found their wages cut.” 


While the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic officials contend that 
the thirty days’ notice of a 
cut in the wages of its 2,000 em- 
ployees stil] stands, and that it was 
neither withdrawn or ordered with- 
drawn by the wage board, no state- 
ment could be secured from 
railroad officers as to whether or 
not the wage cut will actually be 
put in force pending other con- 
ferenees with the employees. Nei- 
ther could it be learned as to when 
conferences would be held between 
the employees and the officials of 
the railjoad. *

Erie Officials Imply They 
Will Not Obey “Impos- 
sible Orders”—Labor 
Men Reply Sharply.-: 


Chicago, February 23.—Sharp 
contention over the powers of the 
United States railroad labor board 
and the provisions of the transpor- 
tation act marked the hearing of 
employees of the Erie raiiroad 
against their employers before the 
board today. The petition of the 
employees charged violation of the 
act and of decisions of the labna: 
board. Representstives of the road 
denied both. The case resulted 
from an order, effective February l, 
reducing common labor wages and 
deducting one day’s pay each week 
from the salaries of all employees 
paid on a monthly basfs. 

Most of the argumeat' centered 
about whether a ruling of the 
board on February 12 ordering the 
road to make no change in wages 
rates was compulsory upon the road 
which had already put a, reduction 
into effect. It was cone2zded by the 
rail representatives that *ne intent 
of the order was to maintain the 
rates of the wage award of July, 
They denied, however, viola- 
tion of the law in changing these 
rates.

Par- 
sons, general manager for the road, 
was asked by Henry T. Hunt, pub- 
lic member of the board, whether 
the road’s position meant that it 
would not ubey the orders of the 
board.

3,858 Empty Beds in Gov- 
ernment Hospitals, He 
Says — Challenges La- 
porte’s Contention. 


Washington, D. C., February 23:— 
Charges that Congress has failed to 
provide adequate hospital facilities 
for wounded and sick war veterans 


yare unjustified, Chairman Good. of 


the appropriations committee, de- 
clared today on the fléor of the 
house. Critics Congress, he as- 
serted, have isrepresentéd con- 
ditions and executive departments 
entrusted with the care of disabled 
former soldiers have not made use 
of facilities provided. 

“There are 3,858 empty beds in 
government hospitals today that 
could be utilized,” Mr. Good de- 
clared. He challenged statements 
of Ewing Leporte, assistant sec- 
retary of the treasury, in charge 
of public health, that hospital fa- 
cilities were inadequate and said 
he didn’t know “why. a young man 
about 26 years old down in the 


treasury department as an assistant 
secretary doesn’t send men to hos- 
pitals we have provided for them.” 

‘o Large Appropriation. 

“He is asking for large appro- 
priations to build new hospitals,” 
Mr. Good continued, “when he ab- 
solutely refuses to send men who 
were disabled in the war to the 
best hospitals money can build.” 

Mr. Good said the government 
hospital at Johnson City, Tenn., 
with accomodations for 1,000 pa- 
tients, is housing only 223 
tubercular veterans sent there by 
the bureau of war risk insurance 
and that only 71 veterans of the 
world war were being cared for 
at the soldiers’ hame at Marion, 
Ind., which has facilities for 5.000

JUSTICE AT WORK. 


For the manner in which the 
case of Lon Terry and Oscar 
Howell, members of the city de- 
tective force, and Griff Freeman, 
a lay citizen, was disposed of in 
superior court yesterday the jury, 


which found the trio guilty of vio- 
lation of the prohibition laws, and 
Judge Humphries, who imposed 
upon each a sentence of one year 
in the chaingang and a fine of 
$1,000, are deserving of highest 
commendation on the part of the 
self-respecting people of this com- 
munity and state. 

In this instance the criminal 
court of Fulton county has set an 
example well worth following by 
every court in Georgia. 

it has shown the way to the com- 
plete destruction of the unholy 
traffic in blind té/ger whisky that 
is not only disgracing Georgia, but 
sapping the vitality and destroying 
the character of Georgia men and 
women by the wholesale! 

The chaingang—not merely a 
fine—is the proper punishment 
for those guilty of handling 
whisky. ; | 
In view of their official posi- 
tions as otficers of the law—as 
supposed guardians, themselves, of 
the public peace—the association 
of Detectives Terry and Howell as 
defendants in a case of this kind 
is particularly shameful and de- 
plorable. Sut, being guilty, as a 
jury of their peers, after a few 
minutes’ deliberation, found them 
to be, their conviction and their 
assignment to the chaingang are 
correspondingly gratifying. 

It is only fair to assume, too— 
and there 1s ample grounds for the 
assumption—that no citizen or 
element of the Atlanta community 
is more gratified at the firm stand 
of the court in sentencing these 
convicted men than are the 
members of the Atlanta poiice 
force who are honestly, conscien- 
tiously and fearlessly living up to 
their oaths of office and doing 
their best to eradicate the curse 
of Hquor and the blind tiger men- 
ace from tne city of which they 
are honorea servants! 

As to Gmif Freeman, he, accord- 
ing to the jury that heard the evi- 
dence, is simply a common whisky 
trafficker; but the two detective 
co-defendants with him are guilty 
of something far more grave than 
that.

CO-OPERATION PLANNED 


Boston, February 23.—Activity in 
shoe manufacture and definite im- 
provement in textile lines, as com- 
pared with conditions of three 
months ago, are, reported from cen- 
ters of those industries in New 
England. 

The Shoe industry, which was 
virtually flat last fall, has taken 
a spurt as a result of Easter de- 
mands and manufacturers say they 
look for a general strengthening in 
the call for shoes after the usual 
dull period of the spring, with a 
return to normal production by the 
end of the year. ; 

Production of cotton textiles has 
increased during the winter by 
from 25 to 50 per cent and even 
more in some_ special lines, ac- 
cording to manufacturers, who 
credit the improvement largely to 
the stimulus of low prices quoted 
to the trade as a result of the 221-2 
per cent wage cut. In the; cotton 
mill centers of New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, Maine and Massa- 
chusetts a distinct advance is re- 
ported. 

Except in Fall River, the center 
of the print cloth industry, where 
the mills, employing 35,000, are now 
operating on full time with full 
crews, few instances of a return to 
normal in that a tetrad have been 
reported thus far. 

Mills. of the American Woolen 
company, in Lawrence, are em- 
ploying more help than previously 
and are being run more hours un- 
der the wage reduction of 22 1-2 
per cent, but are working at less 
than half their capacity, it is es- 
timated. 

Large makers of cotton mill ma- 
chinery have continued to run with 
full forces through the dull period 
in textile manufacture, but a con- 
siderable degree of curtailment is 
evident in other machinery lines.

Landis to Resign 
From Bench, Says 
League President 


Hydler Denies Charges in 
House Against Federal 
Court Jurist. 


New York, February 23.—Judge 
IL. M. Landis, supreme court of base- 
ball, is not required to neglect the 
least item of his official duties to 
perform his office as head of the 
national game, but, just the same, 
President John Heydler, of the Na- 
tional league, predicts, the judge 
probably will resign from the bench 
of the United States district court 
and devote himself exclusively to 
the wrangles and tangles of the big 
leagues. 

Heydler issued a statement here 
denying the bulk of the -charges 
made pefore the house of represent- 
atives by Congressman B. F. Welty 
against Landis. 

A Matter of Time. 

“I would regret, if in seeking to 
Strengthen the national game we 
should deprive the country of Judge 
Heyd- 
ler stated, “but I feel that in due 
time he will devote all his time and 
energy exclusively to baseball, 1e+ 
gardless of whether he says so or 
not. 

“The statements of a representa- 
tive in congress regarding a na- 
tional institution should go no long- 
When a _ public 
man makes the statement that base- 
ball is paying a big salary to Judge 
Jandis in the nature of a bribe, 
that man is wilfully -misrepresent- 
ing the whole situation or is woe- 
ae ignorant of the facts. 

“Today there are two cases before 
the courts in which baseball! is con- 
Landis has nothing to do 
with either. Great stress is laid on 
one of these by Welty, being the 
1919 finding of the lower court in 
Washington that baseball was a 
combination, in violation of the 
Sherman act.” 

Heydler claimed, however, that 
this dictum had been reversed by 
the court of appeals of the District 
of Columbia, which held, he stated, 
that baseball was not an industry 
and on that premise upset the en- 
tire cause of action. Heydler 
pointedly called attention to the 
fact that Welty had failed to men- 
tion this reversal when citing the 
lower court’s decision.

Baseball interests did not ask 
Judge Landis to remain on the 
bench, Hedyler said, in disavowal 
of any hope that the baseball in- 
terests might. benefit by his posi- 
tion. The judge himself made this 
decision and since accepting his 
baseball job has not devoted an 
hour’s time to baseball at the ex- 
pense of the court, Heydler claimed. 
The only time Judge Landis at- 
tended a New York baseball meet- 
ing he left Chicago after adjourn- 
ment of court on a Friday and was 
back in court on a Monday.

MEAT PACKERS REPLY 
~ TO BARRETT CHARGE 


Acsociation Resents “Lobby- 
ing” Charge’ as Made by 
Farmers’ Union President. 


BY JAMES A, HOLLOMON. 

Washington, February 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Association of American 
Meat Packers, which maintains an 
office in Washington, and is one of 
varioug business organizations to 
which Charles & Barrett, of Geor- 
gia, president of the National Farm- 
ers’ union, recently referred to as 
“lobbyists,” has issued a vigorous 
reply to Mr. Barrett deploring 
“false and unjust attacks made de- 
liberately or unknowingly,” and de- 
fending its own record in attempt- 
ing to protect ftself against “at- 
tempts to legislate the industry 
from the business map of the coun- 
try.” The statement, in part, fol- 
lows: 

“The Institute of American Meat 
Packers has noted with enthusiastic 
interest the statement concerning 
so-called lobbies issued by Charles 
S. Barrett, president of the organi- 
zation known as the National Farm- 
ers’ union, and published widely 
throughout the United States dur- 
ing the past few days. Mr. Bar- 
rett takes the presence in Wash- 
ington of many American business 
organizations, as, in itself, being 
evidence that they are maintained 
for purposes which are contrary to 
ideas he desires to advance and 
that, forsooth, they should not be 
here. 

“The packers’ organization in the 
capital is much more concerned 
with the promotion of foreign and 
domestic trade of its members and 
the solution of problems connected 
therewith than it is with the con- 
gress. Further, Mr. Barrett § is 
grievously mistaken if in using the 
word ‘lobby’ he meant to imply that 
this @rganization or any of its 
members employ paid professional 
lobbyists. Such representatives 
of the packing industry as come 
to or are maintained in Washington 
are regular permanent employees 
who usually are experts in the va- 
rious lines of highly complex in- 
dusty and their advice is volun- 
teered. 

“In regard to ‘lobbies,’ as Mr. Bar- 
rett calls them, the packers, in- 
deed, are more lobbied against than 
lobbying. However, they maintain 
and no fair-minded person will de- 
ny that as ordinary American citli- 
zens it is their right and their duty 
to lawfully protect themselves and 
the great American organizations 
they have builded from false or un- 
just accusations made deliberately 
or unknowingly and from attempts 
to legislate the industry from the 
business map of the country or to 
destroy its efficiency, which, when 
undisturbed, works to the benefit of 
producers and consumers every~ 
where. And they deplore unwar- 
ranted and harmful assaults on bus- 
iness because their experience has 
taurht them that upon the pros- 
perity of business depends the pros- 
perity of the nation. More co-op- 
eration and less sniping would be 
beneficial to everybody.

321 ARTILLERY COLORS 


10 BE GIVEN STATE 


Adinutant of Regiment Train- 
ed at Camp Gordan Will 
Make Presentation.

Washington, February 23.—The 
colors 3f the $2ist field artillery, 
one of the>artillery regiments of 
the 82nd division which was or- 


ganized and trained at Camp Gor- 
don, will be delivered to the state 
of Georgia by its former captain 
and adjutant, John R. Slater, ac- 
cording to instructions issued by 
the adjutant general of the army. 

When delivered to the state of 
Georgia as custodian the colors 
will bear three pe csr J silver bat- 
tle bands, each indicating t he ma- 
jor operations of the 321st artillery 
regiment in the world war. The 
first of these bands will be en- 
graved “defensive sector—August, 
1918,” indicating operations of the 
regiment near Chateau-Thierry. 

The second will be engraved “St. 
Mihiel offensive—September 12th, 
1918, to September 16th, 1918.” The 
third will bear the inscription “Ar- 
gonne offensive—October 7th, 1918 
to November 8th, 1918,” in which 
offensive it was actively and con- 
tinously engaged for a period ex- 
ceeding one month without relief, 
which was not exceeded by any 
other regiment on the American 
expeditionary forces. 

The 321st field artilley was one 
of the three regiments of the 157th 
field artillery brigade which con- 
ducted its firing on the artillery 
range near Marietta, Ga. Before 
sailing for France, the brigade was 
adopted by the citizens of Marietta 
and each regiment was / presented 
with elaborate colors, those pre- 
sented to the 321st,. having been 
received by Battery ‘“‘F”’ then com- 
manded _by Captain Slater, of Val- 
dosta, Ga. who is at present a 
special assistant to the attorney 
general Captain Slater will resume 
the practice of law in Georgia 
when A. Mitchel Palmer retires, at 
which time the colors will be de- 
livered to the adjutant general of 
Georgia.

He is expected to disclose 
valuable.information to federal of- 
ficers asSigned to the activities of 
the swindling syndicate, concerr- 
ing the organization of wire-tap- 
pers, stock swindlers and gamblers. 

The principal witness against Til- 
lery Wednesday was J. A. Nations, 
a Worth county farmer, who claims 
to have lost $3,500 ina crooked 
horse-race wager made March 1, 
1918. Other witnesses were postof- 
fice inspectors. The true bill was 
found after the jury had been in 
session for less than two hours. 

The district attorney disclosed 
the fact that the docket of the fed- 
eral court is probably the heaviest 
number of liquor law violations.

“A Bit of 
Anarchy” 


“Quite a number of perfectly respectable 
Georgians must have their little fling of 
anarchy, it seems, to fit in with the post-war 
period. That a little Bolshevism now and 
then is coming to be relished by the wisest of 
men, is the opinion probably of these amateur 
nihilists. Not, however, that they view them- 
selves in any such light—far from it. Buta 
number of the people are always color-blind, 
and a red flag looks white to them. 


“The principles of the anarchist are set 
upon the basis that when the government does 
not do as the individual desires, it should be 
destroyed. The Railroad Commission is at 
present quite guilty of not having pleased all 
individuals in Georgia in allowing the rate for 
gas to:be boosted another notch. The Rail- 
road Commission is legally constituted and 
recognized government. It is an administra- 
tive board, a judicial body, and, in limited 
scope, is clothed with certain legislative 
powers. Some of the individuals who are dis- 
pleased with the ruling of this eourt—for such 
it is—have hit upon the revolutionist scheme 
of abolition. 


“The Telegraph has already regretted the 
necessity for the increase in gas rates, and 
welcomes the report from Atlanta that when 
conditions again resume their complete nor- 
mality or stability, the Commission will of its 
own accord adjust rates to fit the times and 
whatev conditions shall prevail. No more 
could bé expected or asked by the most ar- 
dent ‘friend of the people.’ It is said that an 
attempt may be made in the next legislature 
to wrest the\control of the Commission from 
the ballot box and the people, and place it in 
the hands of the Governor, but we hardly fear 
that such an effort, if made, would gain the 
least compensation by way of success. A ‘pub- 
lic utilities commission’ of three men, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, as proposed by some 
parties, would still be expected to weigh the 
facts of each case brought before them in the 
way of sworn testimony, and render conscien- 
tious: opinions, unswerved by commendation 
or criticism, reward or the hope thereof, and 
free from punishment or the fear thereof, in 
the execution of their duty as they conscien- 
tiously see it. Any other kind of a govern- 
mental body would be a disruption of govern- 
ment, and a conducement to a state of anarchy. 
For a court of justice playing to public senti- 
ment and disregarding duty would be a stulti- 
fication and a travesty against ‘equal justice 
to all’ that would befoul the escutcheon of 
Georgia. 


‘‘Let’s not have the spirit of anarchy 
‘abroad in the land. It appears to be plainly 
obvious that where the present Commission 
succeeds and fails to satisfy all, any other 
Commission could not but dg likewise as long 
as it remiained within the bounds of honesty 
and was not a mere blind or tool of a single 
class, instead of being a court of justice of 
the whole people.

| Should Arkansas vote to install 
Sunday baseball the Southern 
league will have six cities that 
permit professional pastime on the 
Lord’s day, New Orleans, Nashville, 
Memphis, Mobile, Chattanooga and 
Little Rock, Atlanta and Birming- 
ham being the only cities prevented 
by law from staging Sunday en- 
counters. 

Atlanta led the Southern league 
in attendance figures last year, and 
what the margin of difference 
would have been had Sunday ball 
been allowed one hesitate to esti- 
mate. In New Orleans the Sabbath 
is always the big day for baseball 
crowds and the teams of the Dixie 
major fight to have as many Sun- 
day games as possible in New Or- 
leans, 

Through theseholiday dates John 
PD. Logan, president of the Mobile 
club, was enabled to keep the wolf 
from gobbling up his outfit last 
year, the fans of that city showing 
a distinct dislike to baseball on any 
day except Sunday.

New York, February 23.—While there was much in the news “ée- 
velopments over the holiday to attract the attention of Wall street, 
there was very little interest in the stock market.

American Woolen was another specialty which was weak on Monday, 
and which advanced today. There was another attack against Sears- 
Roebuck, which carried the price down about 2% points. It recovered 
partially later. What pressure did appear against industrial issues, 
however, entirely originated in professional circles, as commission 
houses reported an absence of outside interest in the market. Business 
on the whole was on a small scale.

Stockholder Admits Act. 


Aaron Kosofsky, a fur merchant in this city, is reported to have 
admitted tnat he inserted the advertisement. He is reported to be a 
holder of 1,500 shares of stock bought at much higher prices. The 
story he is reported to have told in connection with his transactions 
reads very much like a novel. He is credited with stating that he 
overheard a telephone conversation in a brokerage office, when one 
broker was calling up a friend to go short of the stock, as it was going 
Jown.

It is now expected, according to Mr. Kaso%sky’s 
statements, that he expects to take the matter up with the district 
attorney‘s office to trace the offenders who have circulated many of 
the rumors which have been circulated during the past few weeks or 
so. Whatever the developments, they. will be interesting one way or 
the other. The officials of the company reiterate that there is no 

cause for receivership, and that the oil outlook is good. 

> The passing of the Winslow bill was expected by Wall street, even 
‘though a filibuster was contemplated. It is now expected that there 
‘will be some improvement in the railroad stocks, as Wall street be- 
lieves that there the rails have discounted the worst that could be ex- 
pected. It 1s reported that in spite of the federal action in holding up 
funds due the roads, there were several who were able to discount 
their bills ror supplies. Of course much depends on whether Presi- 
dent Wilson vetoes the bill or not; but this is not expected, in view 
of Mr. Wilson’s statements that the roads should be given an oppor- 
tunity to straighten out’their affairs as soon as possible after the 
roads were turned back.

dent-elect Harding, it is stated by 


leading bankers here, has been 
sounding out the financial world 
for some days on a number of finan- 
cing plans he has been considering 
befo deciding exactly how to ap- 
proach the intricate international 
money problem. And, it is stated 
further, the counsel already given 
Harding has been suchasto virtual- 
ly assure his making some definite 
suggestions on the subject in his 
inauguration speech. In expectation 
of this, bankers say, various pro- 
jects which have been independently 
or collectively sponsored both in 
the United States and Europe, are 
not to be conSidered for final dis- 
position until after Harding has 
spoken. 

Harding, it is said, will not ap- 
Prove the recommendation of Presi- 
dent Wilson that the United States 
government accept German bonds 
in payment of the Belgian govern- 
ment indebtedness to the United 
States. The proposal does not 
meet with favor at the hands of 
leading bankers here and they are 
confident it will not be approved 
by the forthcoming republican con- 
grees. 

Not in F8vor of Proposal. 

It also may be stated with author- 
ity that they have reacted with no 
enthusiasm to the proposal, upon 
which they have been sounded out 
by leaders in the new administra- 
tion, that the United States govern- 
ment guarantee a preferred long- 
term 5 or 6 per cent bond issue of 
foreign countries to be exchanged 
for Liberty bonds outstanding.

The one I refer to, of which I de- 
sire to make an analysis is that of 
cotton. Estimatin the crop con- 
gervatively at $12,000,000 bales, 38 
per cent of this crop is raised or 
marketed in the Atlanta district, 
which covers the full states of Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Florida, three- 
fourths of Tennessee, the southern 
half of Mississippi and you, of 
course, know the boundary lines for 
Louisiana. This would give us 
4,500,000 bales of cotton in federal 
reserve district No. 6, Atlanta. We 
came over with at least 500,000 
bales from last year’s crop, and this 
would make a total of over 5,000,000 
bales of cotton in this district. 
“There has not been over one- 
third of this cotton marketed or to 
be ultra-conservative, say 40 per 
cent. This would leave us _ over 
3,000,000 bales of cotton yet in the 
hands of the producers, although 
they are in debt to the banks and 
merchants therefor. Nevertheless, 
it is a frozen commodity. To this 
should be added the cotton’ seed, 
which conservatively estimated at 
$10 per bale, or one-half ton to the 
bale, making $20 per ton, and esti- 
mating the cotton at $76 per bale, 
gives a value per bale of say $85. 
Therefore, there is around $325,- 
000,000 locked up in this one com- 
modity, and other commodities are 
in proportion. ;

BASS CON 


“OF WIFE MURDER 


~Dublin, Ga., February 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A verdict of guilty was 
brought in at 6:50 o’clock tonight 
by the jury which heard the case 
of Marshal Bass, who killed his wife 
several months ago in thq@road near 
Dublin. He pleaded accidental 
shooting. Formal application was 
made for a new trial immediately 
by counsel, and this will be heard 
March 26. 

Late this afternoon the case went 
to the jury, after having consumed 
virtually the entire afternoun anu 
a.portion of the morning in the 
superior court. John R. Cooper, 
counsel for the defense, made the 
closing argument. No witnesses 
wete put up by the defense, 

Bass made a statement, in which 
he said the shooting was accidental. 
According to him, he was going 
with his wife to a neighbor’s house, 
where she was to stay. while he 
came to Dublin on business. He had 
his gun with him, and His 5-year-old 
son got hold of it. 

In taking it out of the boy’s hand 
the gun was accidentally fired, and 
the load entered Mrs. Bass’ body, 
causing death in a short time, He 
states he ran off to get help and, 
finding no one near, started fora 
doctor.; He met-the sheriff on the 
river bridge, and told him he had 
shot his wife accidentally, and was 
going for a doctor. 

Mrs. Bass made a dying state- 
ment to her physician, Dr. W. R. 
Brigham, while she was on the op- 
erating table, about thirty minutes 
before she died. Dr. Brigham tes- 
tifled that she said Bass shot her 
because he was mad when she went 
to see her father. Efforts of the 
defense to have this statement 
ruled out, failed. 

Testifies Upon Shooting. 

Another witness, Mrs. Sheffield, 
swore that she saw Bass shoot his 
wife the first time, while they were 
in the road near the house where 
She was living. Just before he snoc 
her, she saw him strike her with 
his fist, she testified, and heard her 
call out, “Minnie see you.” She 
was carrying a baby in her arms, 
it was testified, and her small bu, 
about four or five years of age, was 
also with her, the witness stated. 
Bass fired a second time, after the 
woman Was down, and then stooped 


ness claimed. 

He then ran toward the house 
| where Mrs. Sheffield was, where he 
was prevented from entering, and 
he then turned and ran across the 
fleld, according to the testimony. 
Mrs, Shepherd, in front of whose 
home the shooting occurred, stated 
she did not see the actual shooting, 
but just a minute or two before it 
happened, heard Bass curse his wife 
and say he would kill her.
